In his speech Iitvinoff declared 
that if his plan for complete world 
disarmament may seem complex at 
first it is because “complete dis- 
armament has always been treated 
as a forbidden subject” and has 
never been thoroughly dealt with. 
He urged that the Soviet plan is 
really more simple than schemes 
which so far have been used as a 
basis for the work of the prepara- 
tory commission. 

Litvinoff said that in three pre- 
vious sessions the disarmament 
commission has be-» able to agree 
only on trivial and unimportant de- 
tails because of the complexity 
of harmonizing the attitude of va- 
vernments toward reduction 
of armaments in a world where 
“the latest manifestations of in- 
ternational life are leading, not to 
unification, but to still further di- 
vision of European and non-Euro- 
pean countries into political group- 
ings.”’ 

.The Soviet delegate said that any 
attempt to delay disarmament 
plans until tangled political ques- 
tions are settled does not afford 
any groun for optimism as toi the 
fina] disposition of questions under 
discussion, 

“We live in a time when the uot- 
break of war is no mere theoretica] 
danger,” he said. “The imminence 
of war is making itself felt every- 
where. If it is to be averted some- 
thing will have to be done imme- 
diately. In our opinion the best 
guarantee of security for all peo- 
ple is immediate and complete dis- 
armament.” . 

Remarking that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment's endeavors to get disarm- 
ament practically formulated al- 
ways encountered determined re- 
sistance in other states, Litvinoff 
recalled that Russia, “the only 
govern owing a will for 
peace,"” was not admitted to the 
Washington naval conference. 

Criticism of Sovict Plan. 


No sooner had the preparatory 
commission met this afternoon than 
criticism of the Soviet plan de-' 
veloped.

DEAD MAN'S COAT 
HID IDENTITY OF 
SOLDIER 10 YEARS 


Shell-Shocked Officer. in 
British Army Mistaken 


for Man Whose Garment 
He Had Taken. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 30.—How a sol- 


dier of fortune, his memory lost 
in battle, lived for 10 years under 
a dead comrade’s name is described 
in the Westminster Gazette and 
Swedish newspapers. 

Gustaf Duner was born in 1880, 
the son of a professor at Upsala 
University. Aiways fond of mili- 
tary life, he obtained a commis- 
sion in the Swedish army. At the 
outbreak of the Boer war he re- 
signed to go to South Africa. 
There he fought with the British 
and earned a commission. That 
war ended, he started on a veri- 
table warrior’s tour, fighting where 
his services were accepted. 

Just before the dawn of 1917 his 
decade of mystery began. A com- 
missioned officer in the _ British 
army at that time, he was sitting 
in a dugout, 

Mind Blank After Explosion. 
Warned of an imminent explo- 
sion he snatched a coat, supposing 
it was his and threw himself on 
the ground. He was lifted high 
by the:explosion. He remembered 
nothing more. 
His mind a total blank, he found 
himself in a hospital. In the 
pocket of the coat, which he had 
hurriedly picked up, a letter to 
“Capt. de Montalt,” a Canadian, 
was found. Doctors and nurses 
addressed him thus and being able 
to speak perfect English he ac- 
cepted himself as De Montalt. 
Thus Gustaf Duner was reported 
missing and in his stead lived Capt. 
de Montalt. It has since been 
learned that the real De Montalt 
was blown to pleces in the ex- 
plosion. 

Finds Self by Accident. 

A few months later the Swedish 
De Montalt was again fighting in 
the air force. His fighting career 
ended in a plane crash. He was 
invalided out and received a 100 
per cent disablement pension from 
the British Government. 

After marrying he lived in Lon- 
don until he heard the Swedish 
language spoken. He found that 
he could understand it. Then he 
accidentally came upon the name 
of “Gustaf Duner” in the Swedish 
army book. He wrote to the ad- 
dress given as Duner’s. He heard 
from Duner’s brother that ’Gustaf 
Duner had been killed at the West- 
ern front. He then went to Stock- 
holm, where he told his remark- 
able story. He got in contact with 
his mother and she filled in those 
details which he was unable to re- 
call.

Judge Shook ruled at the open- 
ing of court this morning that 
hereafter no witness would be per- 
mitted to testify concerning things 
which might have affected Remus’ 
mind unless the witness said he 
himself had told Remus those 
things. The information might 
have reached Remus third or 
fourth handed, the Court admitted, 
and might have been untrue, but 
if it reached Remus it might have 
affected his mind. It would be ad- 
missible, however, he asserted, only 
if it has shown Remus had been 
told. - 

Denies Her Brother Was There. 


Mueller denied that on the oc- 
casion he first saw Dodge at the 
Remus home Mrs. Remus’ brother, 
Harry Brown, also had been there. 

Mueller previously testified con- 
cerning Remus’ outburst of rage 
when he returned home and found 
the house stripped, but under 
cross-examination by Taft, admit- 
ted he had been only as far as the 
kitchen with Remus at that time 
and that there had been no out- 
burst. Mueller said he had heard 
no outburst by Remus on the oc- 
easion of Oppenheimer’s visit to 
the Remus home. 

Taft asked Mueller if he had not 
a week ago told John Clippinger, 
Assistant Prosecutor, that he 
never had overheard anything 
about Remus or Mrs. Remus and 
that he knew nothing that would 
have anything to do with the trial. 
Mueller ansyered in the negative. 

On redirect examination, Muel- 
ler testified that once Dodge and 
Mrs. Remus left the Remus home 
together in an automobile. 

Tells of Conspiracy Trial. 

John B. Marshall of Juneau, 
Alaska, formerly United States 
commissioner in Alaska and for- 
mer Prohibition Director for Alaska 
was called. He was asked about 
his contacts with Remus as spe- 
cial United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the Jack Daniel case at St. 
Louis and elsewhere. 

The presecution objected that 
the interrogation was not bearing 
upon Marshall’s opinion as to Re- 
mus’ sanity.

Jarge casualties result- 
ed among the Armenians in their 
war with Nationalist Turkey, he 
said, but this was the result of 
the chance of battle and not of 
cold-blooded and premeditated 
massacre. He was Turkish Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs at the time. 
The Ambassador also ridiculed the 
idea of an Armenian State to be 
recognized by the United States. 
Armenia had never been an inde- 
pendent nation, he said, and at 
present no é@uch country existed 
for recognition by any Power.

taining a group of friends at 
luncheon. Usually they want some- 
thing especially nice that doesn’t 
cost too much money. This is a 
natural enough request. If one 
wished, or could afford, to spend 
lots of money, it would be a simple 
enough matter to call a caterer. 
But for those of us who wish to 
entertain at home and expend our 
own wits and skill rather than over 
much money, the following sugges- 
tions should help. The recipes 
will serve eight. They can be 
halved for four or doubled for 16, 
and if carefully planned, the menu 
will cost almost exactly 50 cents 
each. But that, of course, one does 
not need to test. 


The meal starts off with an ex- 


satisfying, and a popular favorite. 
(It is well to begin with a dish 
one is sure of; no matter what 
comes after.) However, the next 
eourse is not a bad guess either if 
i} is chicken salad with French 
rose rolls. Then finish off witb 
fruit meringue glaces and coffee. 

Crab Meat Chowder—Two-inch 
cubes fat salt pork, 4 slices onion, 
1 small tin crab meat, 5 cups milk, 
1-3 cup fine cracker crumbs, 1 cup 
potato balls, 2 teaspoons salt, few 
grains celery salt, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 2 teaspoons chopped pars- 
ley, toasted crackers. 

Cut salt pork in dice and cook 
in frying pan with onion until yel- 
low. Strain fat into double boiler, 
add crab meat and milk, and heat 
over hot water. Add cracker 
crumbs, potato balls cooked until 
tender, seasonings, but.er and 
parsley. Serve with toasted crack- 
ers, 

French Rose Rolls—One cup 
milk, two tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
sa't, one yeast cake, three cups 
bread, flour, two egg yolks, nut- 


meg or lemon rind, one egg white. 

Scald milk, add butter, sugar and 
salt, and when lukewarm add yeast 
cake dissolved in two tablespoons | 
lukewarm water. Add one and| 
one-half cups bread flour, mix well, | 
cover and let rise until light. Add 
egg yolks and enough more flour 
to knead, which will be about one- 
half cup. If desired, flavor with 
nutmeg or lemon rind. Knead 
thoroughly, let rise again, turn out 
on floured cloth, roll gently, cut off 
narrow strips, then cut off small 
pieces and shape into balls one- 
half inch in diameter. Place five 
or seven balls in each ojled muf- 
fin pan, brushing between with 
butter, let rise and bake in a hot 
oven, 450 degrees for 10 minutes, 
brush with egg white, sprinkle with 
sugar, reduce heat to 350. degrees | 
and continue baking for five min 
utes or until baked through. 

Fruit Meringue Glaces — Four | 
egg whites, one cup. granulated 
sugar, one-half teaspoon vanilla. 
chocolate shot, one and one-half 
cups cream, one-half teaspoon salt, 
three tablespoons powdered sugar. 
12 marshmallows, one-half pound 
white grapes. 

Beat egg whites until stiff, add | 
gradually two-thirds cup sugar and | 
the vanilla, and continue beating | 
until mixture will hold its shape. 
Fold in remaining sugar. Shape | 
with a spoon or pastry bag and | 
tube into 16 ovals on letter paper | 
on a wet board. Sprinkle with | 
chocolate shot and bake one hour | 
in a slow oven at 250 degrees. Re. | 
move centers from  meringues, | 
while soft. For serving, arrange | 
two on each serving plate, open- | 
side up. Remove skins and seeds. | 
from white grapes.
